A jury OF six men and six ' 
women found Bremer guilty 
Aug. 4 of assault with inteiit to ’ 
murder Wallace, SecretServ- 
ice Agent Nicholas Zarvos, Al- 
abama State Trooper Capt. E. 
C. Doth-ard and Dora Thomp- 
son. a local Wallace campaign 
worker. 

He was also found gnil^ of 
four lesser charges of usipg a 
handgun, and one count of iUe- 
gal possession of a handgun. 

Chief Judge Ralph W. Pow- 
ers immediately sentenced 
Bremer to 15 years on each
